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Security of Naval Subjects 


AVAL subjects fall into four classifications, namely, 
secret, confidential, restricted and unrestricted and 
the security of those subjects which are designated 
as secret, confidential or restricted is a matter which 
concerns all naval personnel and is a matter which requires 
constant attention. 

No officer by virtue of his commission, and no man by 
virtue of his rate is entitled to knowledge of secret, con- 
fidential or restricted subjects. The possession of secret or 
confidential information, as a rule, goes with the duty one is 
performing, but the transfer to other duties does not drive 
out of one’s mind that which has been learned previously. 
The knowledge is retained and must be continuously 
guarded. 

There are nine or ten means by which secret or confiden- 
tial information may reach unauthorized persons, but per- 
haps the most common source is through careless conversa- 
tion. Pr ractically every person on board this vessel has 
knowledge of secret or confidential subjects, to a greater or 





less extent, and enough careless remarks by enough people 
will, in time, reveal any one subject in its entirety. 

Outsiders are generally interested in Naval subjects and 
for this reason a conversation with them is apt to inelude 
such subjects; when it does, the time has arrived for all of 
us to watch our step from a security viewpoint. A casual 
remark even about the existence of a matter which is classed 
as secret or confidential may start a chain of events which 
has a serious termination. 

Very frequently Naval personnel are asked questions the 
answers to which would reveal secret or confidential in- 
formation. Under such circumstances it is not necessary to 
be rude—just dumb. Professing unfamiliarity with a sub- 
ject provides a shield to hide behind and at the same time 
does not offend the questioner. 

Every one is not a foreign agent and not every conversa- 
tion will reveal Naval secrets, but in any diseussion involv- 
ing a Naval subject everyone must exercise caution and 
discretion at all times.—Plane Talk, USS Saratoga

I} wcordance with official orders from 
Washington, the U. S. Army Troops 
in China, at Tientsin, were withdrawn 
from that place to return to the States,

Embassy in Peiping 


an \merican 
was halved to form twe 
separate detachments for the two cities, with 
twenty men detached from the new Tientsin 
Marines to take over the post at Chinwang 
tao, newly named ‘Camp Holeomb.’’ These 
three posts are now the Marine Forces in 
North China. 

There, in a lite rary nutshell, is the situa 
tion! Just what it’s all about we can’t 
surmise, but we do know this: the Marines 
in North China. like Time, march on. The 


splitting of the Pe iping troops was rather a 


June, 1938 


sad blow for some of us, as it meant that 
the famous Mounted Marines were to be no 
more, and that certain extensive training 
programs would have to be curtailed, and 
guard duty increased; but routine is going 
on much as usual, and many of the men now 
at Tientsin say they like it very mueh and 
are glad they were transferred. The Mount 
ed Detachment formed the nucleus of the 
new Company D, to which were transferred 
enough men from the old line companies to 
equalize the four, and with Company C are 
now in Tientsin, at which place is also a 
Headquarters Detachment of about fifty 
men. 

Our Commandant, Colonel Marston, has 
announced it the policy of the Detachments 
to retain as much as possible the same

the Marine Corps after their 4 years of 
splendid service have expired. Our Marines 
have glorified the pages of American history 
wherever they have gone, but every enlisted 
man is almost obliged to get out at the end 
of 4 years. Why? Because there is no future 
ahead of him; there is very little prospect 
of promotion; advancement in pay is slow, 
no matter how long he may remain in the 
service. Fortunately, that is not so in the 
Navy. It is quite possible, by special train 
ing and education, for a man who enlists in 
the Navy at the small sum of $21 a month, 
n time, by efficiency, becoming a warrant 
officer or a minor commissioned officer, and 
to reach a pay of $125 to $160 a month. 
That is not so in the Marine Corps. 

‘In that Corps the enlisted men start at 
$21 a month, and very few of them are ad 
vanced to higher rank. A large majority ré 
ceive but $21 or $33 per month

Some time 


ago a bomb fell into one of 
the Shanghai warehouses of Jardine Mathe 
son, the famous British merchant firm. It 
landed in a large bale of ecotton-wool and 
failed to explode. Experts from the British

Jardine Matheson resigned themselves to 
the unpleasant future of living for the 
next six months with the bomb in their 
midst. 

That afternoon a Japanese, in eivilian 
clothes, arrived driving his own ear. He 
walked in and asked to see the bomb. By 
this time the manager was bored with the 
whole affair. ‘‘Your people have seen it 
already and say that nothing can be done.’’ 

‘*‘What do you mean my people?’’ 
asked the Japanese. 

**The Ordnance experts of the Japanese 
Army,’’ replied the manager. 

‘* Japanese Army indeed, retorted the 
Japanese, ‘‘Me Japanese Navy,’’ and step 
ping briskly over to the bomb he picked it 
up, carried it out to his car and drove off.

The Marines’ living space had enough 
overhead to make a snake boast of a fairly 
high eceilinged room. In the matter of feet 
and inches, it measured approximately 4 
feet by 2—fairly all right for a Marine de 
tachment of dwarfs. No ventilation could 
enter this compartment except such as leaked 
through by devious and partially blocked 
erevices from the gun deck. In foul and 
cold weather, the Marines got no air at al 
They did, however, get the odors arising 
from the main hold, stowed with coils of 
hemp rope, canvas, and the ship’s water 
easks. Fortunately for the Marines, the hold 
was as sweet to the nostrils as a lady’s 
boudoir, though different. The smell of 
tar in the hemp predominated, and, as Pres 
ident Hoover remarked when he eame on 
board, ‘‘It is good to smell that tar.’’ He 
said this while standing on the spar deck, 
not when in the Marine living space. When 
the word was passed for a Marine on board 
the Constitution, no one ever thought of 
looking for him in ‘‘the ecompartment.’’ 

The supreme test of our Marines to 
breathe without air came when it was de 
cided to paint the compartment. To get a 
faint notion of what they bore up under 
during this work, imagine yourself locked 


in a vault in which a thousand robots are 
wielding paint brushes. But by comparison 
with the Marines in the frigate in battle in 
1812, our people had it soft; those men of 
1812 had to breathe the stinking odors aris 
ing from foul bilges and worse—the ineffable 
smells of dried blood and gangrenous ampu 
tations from the cockpit. 

In the matter of individual assignments 
to duty on board the Constitution, men in 
the Marine detachment were given respons! 
bilities second to none. Possibly of first 
importance and paramount to all other duty 
was that of the Marine on fire watch. It 
was for him to make the rounds of the ship 
night and day, from the spark deck to the 
keel and believe me, his was no sineeure 
At sea, the lower decks, holds, and store 
rooms were as black as your hat and the only 
illumination for the fire watch was his flash 
light. His badge of office and his weapon 
was a pvrene extinguisher, slung over his 


shoulder.

bary pirates and in the War of 1812, One 
ff them, for example, was of the ship’s 
quartet that sang the old chanties, like 
‘‘Blow the Man Down’’ and ‘*‘ Whiskey 
Johnnie,’’ and right well did they sing, 
is many a Rotarian and Lion and Kiwanian 
in testify. Incidentally, they came in for a 
change of diet at these luncheons, though 
n all fairness it should be reeorded that 
they never expressed a wish to exchange 
their ship rations for those put out by 
the luncheon clubs. In most of the ports 
we went to, our officers managed to ar 
range for all our men to be admitted free 
to the motion picture theatres; they rated 
this consideration and it was one of the 
factors we contrived to keep all hands 
contented. 

All of us in the Constitution had an op 
portunity to visualize by comparison the way 
men lived in the frigates of 1812 and the 
ife in the steel ships of today. We lived 
na ship that had no lights at sea; that had 
) steam radiators to warm up the living 
spaces; that had no motion pictures and ra 
dio which aid in contentment for all hands 
n the ships now. Our people bathed from 
a bucket of cold water at sea and often 
this was a small rationed quantity, hand 
pumped from water casks in the hold. 

These modes of life in the Navy sufficed to 
give us a good picture of what the Marines 
ind seamen contended with in the old days. 
Out of this picture, I came to believe that 
uur Marines and seamen of this present era 
ire not any different in fibre than those men 
who trod the Constitution’s deeks in the 
olden days. Our people of the 1930’s would 
have fought the ship as did their predeces 
sors and lashed out with boarding pikes and 
eutlasses and fired their muskets from the 
tops fearlessly, and hoped for good results, 


r 


Our Marines of 1931-1934 got many more 
‘liberties’? than did their counterparts in 
the days, now 135 years astern, but they 
vent in for the same adventures on the 
beach—they met up with the village girls 
ind whispered in their ears the same old 
words of love and later said ‘‘ good-bye to 
the Isle of Capri.’’ They mingled too with 
town roisterers and got that way them 
selves, spent all or most of their pay and 
came back on board with the memories 
These they swapped endlessly with their 
shipmates during the days at sea and in 
the next ports. 

In imagination, I have put these Marine 
shipmates of mine back on board the Con 
Stitution She is locked in death embrace 
with His Majesty’s Ship Guerriere and it is 
do or die. How, you ask, did these 1930 
Marines fight? My answer is, like hell.
